PRUNE APPLE TREES 


IN WINTER MONTHS 


Tba old bearing apple tree* can be 


priMd BO« any tine during the win- 
ter months wb«i the weather Is nof 
too cold. 
BOOM folks prefer to wait 


till March, but most farmers will b« 
thinking of other farm activities at

1 good saw with a twlTel blade, or a ! 


long, narrow blade something like a : 
keyhole saw, should be provided This 
will enable the pnmtr to cut limbs i 
that cannot be removed with the hand 
•bears or "loppers." 


The fruit that Is formed on the old 


trees Is nearly always on the outside 
or on the top. This is particularly 
true when the tree* have been allowed 
to form a dense growth. On the In- 
terior of such trees, a large amount of 
dead twigs and branches will be found 
The first thing for the pniner to do is 
to remove all 
dead 
or diseased 


branches, Even then It will be found 
that too many llrt branches remain. 
The tree should be opened by cutting 
out the smaller branches that grow 
close to each other. Avoid as far as 
possible cutting off large limbs. 


Twenty-firs per cent of the small 


branches can be cut without material- 
ly changing the shape of the tree. 
However, It rarely is desirable to re- 


more than this at one time.

for so doing, large limbs near the 
bottom of a tree should not be re- 
moved. Those that rest on the ground 
when the tree carries a full load, can 
be relieved of a part of this difficulty 
by thinning out the small branches. 


When large limbs have to be re- 


moved for any purpose, make the cuts 
as doe* to the point of union with 
the trunk as possible. 
When stubs 


are left, they soon decay and the de- 
cay spreads to the center of the tree. 
Wonnds made by cutting.off the larger 
branches should be covered with paint, 
made from white lead and raw lin- 
seed oil. It would be better still if a 
small amount of mercury bichloride 
were added to the paint. 


If the old trees to be pruned har« 


not been making sufficient growth of 
wood (five to six Inches), it would be 
well to place a dressing of barnyard 
manure about them. If the manure is 
not to be had, then four to six pounds 
of nitrate of soda spread evenly about 
the tree will accomplish the same re- 
sults. 


How far one should go In the ex- 


penditure of time and money for fer- 
tilizers, depends on the variety and 
the interest the owner has in the trees 
There are a lot of 8ne old trees that 
can easily b* made highly productive 
by pruning, fertilizing nnd spraying. 
The entire cost of pruning, spraying 
and fertilising would range from a 
dollar to a dollar and a half, at most, 
per tree.

handled. In those rases gold orna- 
ments w«re frequently found, and It 
is supposed that the loose balls In tha 
legs were- to scare away evil spirits. 


Few Implements of stone are found 


In tbe grares, except a few celts, or 
grooved axes of stone, a few long 
knives, and once In a long while nn 
arrow head. Fine metates, or mortars 
of stone, «re sometimes found, carved 
in the shape of a Jaguar or a frog or 
an armadillo. Stone molds In which 
some of the gold ornaments were 
made, and also goldsmith's tools of 
stone, found In the graves, show th» 
people to have been far advanced la 
civilization.—Touth's Companion.
